Rae : 3. Mr. Winings stated further that he was ; aeper ines & more 
Pe detailed memorandim on the subject for the Commissioner. He mentioned 
that there would be considered in such a memorandum the details which 

must of necessity be worked out between I & N and CIA. Such mechanics 
would include recording of entry, alien registration, etc. I assured 
him that CIA had every reason to know from exnerience that such details 
must be worked out in advance and the identity of the incividual made 
known to I & N at the time of entry. I stated further that in view of 
our past experience with I & N on confidential matters we felt certain 
these mechanics could be ironed out in a satisfactory and secure manner. 


4, Mr. Winings asked if there had been considered the 
possibility of an alien who, having been admitted under provisions of the 
Bill, refused to live uo to his comnitments to CIA. In this case he felt 
that there should be added a proviso to the effect that an alien could 
be devorted if he did not rulfill the purpose for which he was admitted 
under the vrovisions of the Bill. I told him in general terms that 
this had been considered and it was felt that there was a calcuiated 
risk involved which must be taken. Also, there was the vractical 
consideration of the fact that the House nad passed the Bill and any 
further amendment would force reconsideration in the House. I suascested
